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A S a book, without an introduction 
(how fmall i'oever it may be) would 
be thought as great an oddity as a hotife 
without a door-way ; and the author of 
it, perhaps, as unmannerly as if he were 
to enter into a room full of company with- 
out making a bow ; it will be necefTary 
for me alfo to follow the common cuftom.

their mingled and melndious notes, which 
together produce a perfect concert that is 
moft agreeably foftened by the diftance be- 
tween the trees and the piazzas. The 
ground before the cattle, till you come 
to the trees, is very beautifully laid out 
into gardens, which abound with many 
fpacious walks and grafs-plats, edged with 
flowers and adorned with ftatues and foun- 
tains ; and, in fhort, here you may have 
every thing which can either pleafe the 
eye or gratify the palate.

« f u l]v ; though as to fuch who only wor- 
« fhip him in pretence, or from worldly 
« an d interefted motives, he will defpile 
« an d negleft them, I fuppofe, as their 
u bypocrify deferves: and as all their reli- 
a g ionis only intended to ierve themklves, 
u t hey may look to themielves for the re- 
“ ward of it.” 

As to the perfon of this trwly wortny 
governor of the Enchanted Cajlle , he is in- 
deed a giant, being confiderably above 
the common lize ; for though he was never 
exactly meafured, yet 1 am almoft certain, 
that he is ten feet high.

Ship, that 
are out at fea cannot come within a certain 
diflance of land without danger : a light 
is therefore put on the fca-fbore to give 
notice that land is not far off, which 
cautions the failors f rom approaching too 
near. Ptolemy, one of the kings ot

ven wonders of the world. A light was 
placed upon the top of this tower to warn 
the {hips during the night, and everfince 
that time they have been called Pharos’s ; 
and it is from one of thefe towers, the Pha- 
ros of Me [fin a, that this {freight takes its 
name. We may therefore fuppofe, that the 
word Pharos fignifies a light to guide the 
{hips in the night. 
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Lady Maria . Then the lamps which are 
at our doors are Pharos’s.

der, that vefiels palled with full fail betwixt 
the legs; but it was thrown down bv an 
earthquake. The temple of Diana "was 
a fuperb edihee in the city of Ephefus, 
dedicated to the goddefs Diana. Hero’ 
llratus was fo extravagantly foolidi as to 
burn it down, to render himfelf famous 
in hidory. The Pyramids of Egypt are 
famous piles of building, erected above 
four thoufand years ago, and are ftill to 
be feen in the neighbourhood of Grand 
Cairo. They ferved as fepulchres for the 
Kings of Egypt. They were twenty years 
in building the larged, though three hun- 
dred and iixty-fix men were continually at 
work on it. There was an infeription en- 
4 graven 
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graven on it, importing, that it cod one 
thou. and eight hundred talents (which is 
about four hundred thoufand pounds) only 
for onions, leeks, garlic, and other things 
of that nature lor the workmen.
